El Dorado County police. arrested a 
Sacramento State employee on suspicion 
of forcing sexual acts on a juvenile for the 
past three years. 

Rex Anderson, 49, was taken into cus- 
tody on campus Nov. 26, where he works 
as a drafting techni- 
cian for Facilities 
Management. 

According to a 
story written in the 
Nov. 27 issue of the 
Mountain Democrat, 
Anderson was ar- 
rested on suspicion } _ 
of committing lewd ™ ee 
and lascivious acts Rex Anderson 
for the last three 
years including mul- 
tiple counts of inter- 
course and oral copulation on a juvenile. 

Authorities learned of the crime when 
the victim, who recently became an adult, 
reported the case to Child Protective Ser- 
vices, said Public Information Officer for 
the El Dorado Sheriff's Department, Lieu- 
tenant Kevin House. 

Anderson, who is a Shingle Springs 
resident, is in custody at the E] Dorado 
County Jail. His bail is posted at $500,000. 

Public Information Officer for Uni- 
versity Police, John Hamrick, said the ar- 
rest was handled as an outside agency 
assist and University Police had no in- 
volvement in his arrest. 

Anderson’s campus voice mail says 
that he will be out of his office for an ex- 
tended period of time.

Campus STANDs up to current smoking policy 


Greek activities and college sporting events targeted; petitions recieved

Students Taking Action Against Nicotine De- 


pendence (STAND) are fighting to make Sacra- 


mento State a smoke-free campus with pro- 
posals including smoke-free athletic events and 
Greek activities. 

For approximately two years, STAND has 
been an active club on campus funded by a grant 
through the American Lung Association. 

The current smoking policy at Sac State in- 
cludes that smoking is not allowed within 20 
feet of any campus building entrances, and also 
prohibits mae in the stadiums of any outdoor 
games. 

The Senior Program Manager of the Amer-

ican Lung Association, Leslie Snokes, said the 
main goal is to set aside separate smoking areas 
away from campus buildings, and to eliminate 
smoking at athletic events and other igs 
events. 

STAND team member Flavio Alves made a 
proposal to the Panhellenic and Inter-Fraternity 
Council, the organizations that govern sorori- 
ties and fraternities on campus, on why they 
should keep mixers and other Greek events 
smoke free. 

"We realize that each campus is different and 
unique and needs its own policy," Snokes said. 
"We have received tremendous support from 
Sac State; we have already received a petition 
with 1400 student signatures." 

Alves said the Greek community is preparing 


a resolution that will be voted on within the next 
two weeks. 

"We are trying to go little by little to achieve 
this goal," Alves said. 

STAND has sent out proposal letters to cam- 
pus departments asking for letters of support. 

Alves said that one of STAND's ideas is to 
implement courses that would help smokers quit 
their habit. | 

"The faculty senate will be voting on that 
soon," Alves said. "American River College has 
classes like that and they are a community col- 
lege." 

Panhellenic President Tracy Zenovic said 
that she supports STAND's ideas. .

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University not responsible for 
‘acts of God’, falling tree branch

The sudden storm in early No- 
vember brought a momentary scare 
to the Sacramento State campus 
community. 

A 23 year-old female student 
was taken to the hospital when she 
was struck by a falling branch near 
the east side of Eureka Hall. She 
sustained injuries to her head and 
left hand. 

In the end, three vehicles were 
damaged and two roadway block- 
age incidents occurred as a result of 
falling branches and severed por- 
tions of trees. 

‘The university’s position states 
it is not liable for acts of God, such 
as falling branches,’ said Sac State 
Risk Manager Steve Somsen. 

Somsen said this has been a 
long-standing decision that has not 
changed since he began employ- 
ment in this department nearly two 
years ago. 

As part of the job requirement, 
Facilities Management is always 
on full alert with this issue. 

‘We try to mitigate the liability 
potential by constantly assessing 
the status of the trees on campus,” 
said Associate Vice President of Fa- 
cilities Management Mathew Alti- 
er. 

Altier said the primary concen- 
tration is on the parking lot, walk- 
ways, and trees surrounding lights. 
Director of Custodial & Grounds 
Services Mario Ruiz, inspects trees 
every year. 

Ruiz checks the trees for evi- 
dence, such as constant loss of 
branches, and structural integrity to 
determine what the next line of ac- 
tion will be. 

The winter months provide am- 
ple time for inspection while the 
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leaves are dormant. 

‘Trees are a lot like humans; 
they will always have some kind 
of physical weakness,” said Ruiz. 

In addition to observation, Ruiz 
calls in an arborist to take core sam- 
ples to determine the health of the 
trees. The signs of a dying tree are 
not always apparent from the out- 
side appearance. With more species 
of trees than Ruiz has ever en- 
countered, core samples become 
the best tool for deciding the fate of 
a tree. 

Tree maintenance can, range 
from a basic trimming to complete 
removal. 

Arare specie of tree, the pinus- 
pinea can be seen in front of Dou- 
glass Hall, easily identifiable among 
the sea of trees. With a diagonally 
growing trunk and limbs draping 
over the walkway as if they were 
preparing to seize the next passing 
student, the pinuepinea was fitted 
for two bracing rods. The rods pre- 
vent the tree from growing out into 
the walkway while preserving the 
rare tree. 
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The University of California in 
Berkeley has a line of pinuspinea on 
a sloping hillside, connected by 
wire in order to maintain growth 
integrity. The tree which is prone to 
dangling growth, is still popular on 
many college campuses. 

Some students applaud the 
measures taken by Facilities Man- 
agement. 

‘T like the scenery, but the safe- 
ty of the campus community takes 
precedence,” said returning student 
Deidre Kennelly. 

Tree removal only occurs when 
a disease or damage inflicted upon 
a tree overcomes the tree’s ability to 
live. 

This was the situation recently 
with a tree removed by Sacramen- 
to Hall. | 

The tree had all of the visual 
characteristics of health, but core 
samples revealed just the‘opposite. 

‘Mother nature takes care of the 
trees and everything else out here 
through the use of wind, rain, sun- 
light,” said Ruiz. “That tends to be 
enough in most cases.”

Health Center says 30 
percent of students 
drink and drive 


December is National Drunk and Drugged Dri- 
ving Awareness month (NDDDA), and the Sacra- 
mento State Health Center provided information 
pertaining to the students on campus and the drunk 

‘and drugged driving statistics. 

“Tn the spring the CSUS Alcohol Advisory Coun- 
cil surveyed the students of CSUS and found that 70 
percent of students here choose not to drink and 
drive. We were happy to know that a majority of stu- 
dents are responsible regarding drinking and driving,” 
Health Educator Cyndra Krogen said. 

The Health Center will also implement many 
programs in the spring to maintain the high number 
of non-drinking and driving students. 

The 2001 National Household Survey on Drug 
Abuse (NHSDA), which was released by the Sub- 
stance Abuse and Mental Health Services Admin- 
istration in September 2002, stated 25 million (one 
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in 10) Americans surveyed reported driving under the 
influence of alcohol. The report stated the number of 


Americans driving under the influence of alcohol is 


up nearly three million more than the previous year. 

Driving under the influence of drugs can be just 
as dangerous as driving while under the influence of 
alcohol, according to a mental health Web Site.

refusing to allocate another $22.8 
million for employee salaries and 
health benefits. 

Taken together, the cuts total 
$125 million, or $307 per student 
enrolled in the CSU. 

And when Davis announces his 
state budget proposal for the 2003- 
04 year, observers expect that the 
governor will look to make more 
cuts in college education funding. 

 California’s fiscal year begins 
June 1 and ends May 31. 

‘There are immense challenges 
ahead for the California State Uni- 
versity,” Reed said. “This year is a 
problem, but next year could be a 
catastrophe.” 

The CSU’s financial picture is so 
uncertain that the Board of Trustees 
called a special session for Mon- 
day to address the matter. 

Besides tuition increases, staff 
layoffs or reducing the number of 
classes available are likely topics 
on the agenda. 

The chancellor’s office told uni- 
versity presidents hold down spend- 
ing through, among other things, 
limited hiring freezes, avoiding 
long-term contracts and not re- 

placing equipment. Despite those 
measures, the CSU still faces a

Sacramento State is likely to 
see fee increases, higher student-to- 
faculty ratios and slowed student 
services once the Board of Trustees 
charts the course for the California 
State University system in the wake 
of Gov. Gray Davis’ call for a new 
round of budget cuts. 

According to Jon Self, Sac 
State’s associate vice president of 
finance, students will probably 
have to ante up more money for the 
spring semester, though he is not 
sure how much that will be. 

“Based on my observations and 
my years of experience with this 
sort of thing, I'll bet that a fee in- 
crease is coming,” said Self, who 
has been at Sac State for 25 years. 

But the Capital Campus is in 
better shape than some other 
schools in the system. 

Sac State’s administrators start- 
ed tightening their belts last year by 
slowing down administrative hiring 
and shifting money into savings 
for anticipated expenses. 

“We knew that (employee) 
health insurance costs were going 
to explode, so we set aside funds to 
deal with it,” Self said. “Not every 
school did that.” 

Jim Chopyak, president of the 
Sacramento chapter of the Cali- 


fornia Faculty Association agreed °

that Sac State prepared for the 
budget crunch, but called for more 
openness in how budget decisions 
are reached. 

‘They appear to have done a 
good job getting ready for (the 
budget cuts),’’ Chopyak said Mon- 
day. “Now they need to take a 
more holistic approach to the budg- 
et and be more open. 

‘And faculty and students need 
to watch this very carefully to make 
sure that any cuts don’t hurt in- 

 Struction.” | 

If, as Self suspects, the Board of 
Trustees next week decides to raise 
fees for the spring semester, Sac 
State would mail out thousands of 
bills for the extra payments. 

Students who failed to pay up 
would not have access to their 
grades and could face being re- 
moved from university rolls. 

“Tf there is a fee increase, we 
will billand follow our normal col- 


_ lection process. If the students don’t 


pay, they will be disenrolled,” Self 
said, noting that the university 
sends letters and makes phone calls 
to students who are slow to pay 
before making that final move. 

The CSU has not raised fees 
since 1992, when, with California 
in the throes of a similar budget 


crunch, it issued a mid-year tuition — 


hike.

“We have to remove people for 
non-payment every year,’ Self said. 
“But that year the percentage was 
higher. Not a whole lot, but it was 
noticeable.” 

Students interviewed by the 
Hornet on Monday had plenty of 
questions and some expressed 
anger at what they see as poor plan- 
ning by administrators and elected 
officials. 

“How can something like this 
happen?” asked freshman Reece 
Hodges as she sipped coffee in the 
University Union. “You can’t tell 
me that no one knew there was go- 
ing to be a problem. Nobody want- 
ed to admit it.” 

Mike Peterson, a senior said he 
thinks election year politics made 
a bad situation worse. 

“T know that money is tight in 
the state, but the legislature and 
the govemor should have dealt with 
it before we came to school, but 
they were more worried about get- 
ting elected. Billing students is 
dumb. I-bet a lot of people won’t 
pay it.” 

And D’ Andre Jones, sopho- 
more biology thinks students are 
likely to suffer. 

‘We’ ve got too many people 
and not enough money. And when 
they start talking about cutting 
money, what they’re really talking 
about is cutting out students. We’re 
going to pay more and get less.”

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ccording to chancellor

_ With the California State budget’s 
shortfall of $125 million, the CSU board 
of Trustees will undergo a retroactive 
decision that will impact student fees for 
those who have already registered for 
classes. Consequently, CSU students 
might be looking at a 10-15 percent- 
fee hike per student for the Spring 2003 
semester. This means each student, in 
addition to normal fees, will receive a 
bill for about $100. If students are re- 
ceiving financial aid, the extra fees will 
only be covered by state aid and not 
federal aid. 


History provides a lesson 


FROM OUR PERSPECTIVE 


All involved in this situation must 
look at history. 

In1992, CSU and UC schools ex- 
perienced a similar fee hike due to the 
state’s budgetary crisis and 15,000 stu- 
dents dropped out because the fee in- 
crease was too high. One problem is 
nearsighted legislation. When new leg- 
islatures are elected into office, they 
plan the budget for only one year to 
suit their term periods rather than plan- 
ning it to benefit the people in the long 
run. 

As representatives of the students, 
we look to our student government or- 
ganizations, ASI and CSSA, to study the 
past and predict the future. As budget- 
ary woes have always plagued the CSU 





system, ASI and CSSA must make 
budgetary concerns their top priority 
even when things are good, since it af- 
fects the students most drastically. 

Since elected officials have done 
nothing to avoid a budget crisis, we 
have gone from surplus to deficit over 
night. If tuition had been raised incre- 
mentally within the last 10 years, the 
budget crisis would have been relieved 
with smaller increases and avoid an 
alarming deficit that might force some 
students out of school. 

For the students, we can only hope 
for a fair balance between choosing 
what programs we cut, and how much 
we are willing to spend. Surely, with a 
fee increase that is so high, some stu- 
dents might be forced into seeking high- 
er education elsewhere, or not at all. 
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Future of California 


An affordable college education is the principle be- 
hind the mission of the California State University. Cal- 
ifomia has made a commitment to its citizens of providing 
access to higher education. Unlike traditional private in- 
stitutions, CSUS harbors the working class student that 
would normally not have access to a four year degree. 
The majority of our students work to supplement the liv- 
ing expenses and depend on low tuition in order to attend 
CSUS. The quality and access of our institution is now 
being questioned. 

The Chancellor of the CSU system has called for a 
special meeting on the first day of finals week to rec- 
ommend an increase in student fee that will be effective 
this upcoming semester. Our undergraduate students 
should face a 10% increase in tuition and our graduate 
students should also expect a 15% increase along with 
a 59.6 million dollar mid-year budget cut for the CSU ef- 
fective immediately. 

It is unfortunate that the leaders of the CSU have 
decided to schedule a special meeting during finals when 
students are extremely unavailable to express their con- 
cers. | 

The CSU student body presidents and I met at the 
CSSA Board of Directors meeting in San Francisco this 
past weekend to address this issue and are asking for the 
support of all students and faculty. Chico State and Sac 
State in conjunction with the California State Student As- 
sociation will be organizing a bus to transport any in- 
terested student to the Chancellors Office in Long Beach 
for a peaceful demonstration to oppose the student fee 
proposal. For more information please contact the As- 
sociated Students at (916) 278-6784.

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Center provides Champion-like performance

When he arrived onto the 
Sacramento State campus three 
years ago, Tony Champion, who 
weighed 330 pounds at the time, 
was nicknamed “Big Tony” by 
Hornet head coach Jerome Jenkins. 

After dropping 70 pounds, 
Champion, now a junior, was a 
key factor in the Hornets’ (3-3) 73- 
66 victory at Cal Poly, San Luis 
Obispo Saturday night. The win 
snapped a 39-game road-losing 
streak for the Hornets, which dat- 
ed back to a 1999 victory at the 
University of Nevada. 

Champion led Sac State with 


14 points, breaking his previous 
career high of 11, which he set 
three days earlier in a 62-57 win 
over the: University of San Fran- 
cisco at Hornet Gym. 

‘“Tony’s coming along at the 
pace I thought he’d come along 
at,” Jenkins said. “Right now it is 
just about consistency.” 

The Hornet center attributes 
much of his success to a strenu- 
ous off-season regiment.

Sac State loses in 
opening round of

The season came to an end on 
Friday for the Sacramento State 
women’s volleyball team. Sac State 
was defeated by Stanford University 
in the first round of the Div. I Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion tournament in Palo Alto, Calif. 

The Hornets lost the match 3-0, 
(30-22, 30-8, 30-17) to bring their 
final season record to 24-11 and 
dropping their all-time Div. I 
NCAA tournament record to. 1-5. 

Stanford led Sac State in almost 
every category, dominating them 


(.350-.052) and blocks (10.0-1.0). 
No Hornets reached double figures 
in kills and only senior outside hit- 
ter Jayme Wright recorded double 
figures in digs, with 14.

Sac State led the first game 3-1 





before two errors and a Stanford 
ace gave the Cardinal the lead at 
4-3. Stanford went on a 10-2 run 
later in the game to lead:22-13 and 
eventually take the win. 

“We were competitive in the 
first game,” Colberg said. “But once 
one person cracked, we were like 
dominoes.

Sydney Gatson said. “Our team has 
obviously been playing a little flat 
lately and we all came out really 
aggressive.

and an endurance run. With only 
two gallons of gas, the grueling 22- 
kilometer endurance challenge only 
sees about 30 of the 135 entry cars 
crossing the finish line. A brake 
malfunction during 2001's en- 
durance run caused the team to pull 
out early, resulting in a 79th place 
ranking. In 1996, the team placed 
10th overall. 

“Tt’s a fun event. You meet a lot 
of teams and it’s a big learning 
experience because you realize 
(you) don’t have the best car out 
there,” DuBose said. 

The car can go from.0 to 60 mph 
in three to four seconds, and rides 
one inch off the ground. It reaches 
speeds upwards of 74 mph, but this 
is because it’s geared low to get 
maximum acceleration. Parts are 
gleaned from Escorts, Corvettes and 


motorcycles, but the students make ~ 


most of the car themselves. 

The mechanical engineers admit 
they’d like some help from more 
business-minded students in writing 
the 100-page report that accompa- 
nies the entry. “We’ve got to put it 
on paper, that’s just annoying,” 
grouses Koehler, who’d much rather 
work with wrenches than words. 

“It’s good experience,” said- 
Koehler, who has a wife and two 
kids. ““We take what we’ ve learned 


and apply it to the car. The $20,000 
budget scares half the people away 
and the sleepless nights scare the 
rest. 

The familiés of some of the 
married members may be less than 
understanding about the time 
devoted to the car. “I don’t know if 
(the married guys) sleep on the 
couch or outside with the dog or 
what,” said Herbold. He had a 
girlfriend around the time of last 
year’s competition who didn’t like 
his level of dedication to the club, 
but was still supportive. 


Tonight they’ re fiddling with the 


magnificent jumble of wires and 
valves that make up the engine. 
Using a computer in the engine test 
lab in Riverside Hall, they huddle 
over sensor readouts that help tune 
the 600cc Kawasaki ZX-6-R  ~ 
motorcycle engine. 

“That is not right,” Herbold said 
while pointing to the fuel map 
readout as the engine rumbles and 
coughs. The distinct smell of 
gasoline saturates the room. 

The next pull sounds better. The 
exhaust envelopes DuBose and the 
others standing next to the engine. 
Their eyes start to water. 

“Don’t get emotional,’ Koehler 


quips as he flips the room’s vent fan. 


They stayed until 10:30 p.m., 
which was an early night. When last 
year’s competition was approach- 


ing, the team would pull all- 


nighters. “I would go over to Brian ° 


(Starkovich’s) house after school 
and work on the car until 3 a.m., 
then sleep in the garage until I had 
to go to class in the morning at 8 
a.m., Herbold said. 

According to Herbold, Ford, GM 
and Chrysler developed the 
competition for recruiting mechani- 
cal engineering students. The 
competition is reportedly crawling 
with representatives from major 
automobile manufacturers who offer 
jobs to students. “It’s like a secret 
code on the résumé for those who 
know about the club,” he said. 

The club’s budget is $16;000 for 


. the car and $4,000 for the trip. Some 


of the club’s money is obtained 
through grants and a yearly donation 
of $3,000 by Associated Students, 
Inc. Sponsors like Schatz & Krum 
and Teegarden Motorsports chip in 
forthe rest, supplying the team with 
discounted parts and money. 

When Herbold took over as 
treasurer three years ago, the club 
was $5,000 in debt. He admits it 
was easier to get out of debt than to 
be president of a club with no 
monetary incentive. “I never had to 
deal with people this much,”’ he 
said. ““There is no real way to 
motivate people to do something for 
nothing. Can’t cut their pay. Can’t 
fire them.

He doesn’t waste any time reintroducing 
viewers to Frodo Baggins (Elijah Wood), the 
Hobbit who must destroy the all-powerful 
One Ring before minions of the dark wizard 
Saruman (Christopher Lee) can find the Ring 
and take over Middle-earth. Frodo and his 
friend/guardian Sam (Sean Astin) wander lost 
through one kingdom after another before be- 
ing ambushed by Gollum, a neurotic, emaci- 
ated gray goblin who has been Jurking around 
for a chance to steal the Ring. 

Elsewhere, human warrior Aragorn (Vig- 
go Mortensen), elf warrior Legolas (Orlando 
Bloom) and dwarf quasi-warrior Gimli (John 
Rhys-Davies) roam the countryside in search 
of lost Hobbits Pippin and Merry (Billy Boyd 
and Dominic Monaghan), who were captured 
by a sinister Uruk-hai platoon at the end of the 
first film. In their hunt, the warriors run across 
the reincarnated wizard Gandalf (lan McK- 
ellen), who leads the trio to the kingdom of Ro- 
han and its troubled monarch Theoden. 

Aside from the offerings of Lee and McK- 
ellen, no other performances come close to out 
dueling an array of visual effects that do most 
of Jackson’s talking for him. At one point, 





Pippin and Merry ride tall in the high boughs 
of Treebeard, a walking, talking tree who 
leads a group of other such wooden beings to 
avenge local deforestation. If plot contrivances 
like talking plants do nothing for you, then 
consider skipping “The Two Towers.” Jackson 
is painstakingly faithful to Tolkien’s book and 
choreographs more last-minute heroism than 
you'd find on a John Elway highlight reel. 


You're left to assume that any characters 
dangling at Jackson’s loose ends will have 
their fates resolved in the final installment 
next year. In doing so, “The Two Towers” 
commits one of the deadly sins of sequeldom 
— it leans too heavily on the films before and 
after. Other sci-fi sequels — such as “The 
Empire Strikes Back” and “Aliens” — avoid- 
ed such pitfalls, helping establish their status 
as true, stand-alone classics of the genre. 


“The Two Towers” likely has no use for 
such ambition. Next year, Jackson has an- 
other nine-figure budget and another three 
hours at hand to wind up the epic his way. 
While the film is an occasionally masterful ex- 
ercise in visual art, you may be hard-pressed 
to find anything worth taking such a long 
time to say.

{ contemplated writing letters, 
starting a petition or even scrawl- 
ing my sentiments around cam- 
pus with chalk, as so many of Sac 
State’s best and brightest have 
been known to do. Soon after- 
ward, however, a familiar aware- 
ness overtook me: I felt as if I 
was associating King and Chavez 
with my own disgust. 

And so began a quintessential 
episode of white guilt. 

Of course, I wasn’t associat- 
ing King and Chavez themselves 
with anything; I believed it was 
only appropriate that the CSU ob- 
serve President’s Day by the same 
standards by which it observes 
Martin Luther King Jr. Day and 
Cesar Chavez Day. It makes sense 
historically, it makes sense tradi- 
tidnally and—seeing as both Pres- 
idents’ birthdays are in Kebruary— 
it makes sense rationally. 

But it doesn’t make a whole 
lot of sense culturally for a white 
guy to stand up for a couple of 
long-dead white U.S. presidents, 
no matter how much they accom- 
plished. History speaks in a con- 
torted dialect of yesterdays, and 
at some point following an event 
such as the American Revolution 
or the Civil War, the dialect ceas- 
es to be understood. I am embar- 
rassed by and afraid to speak for 
much of the distant (and not-so- 
distant) past, whichis so often full 
of brutal, ethnocentric truth that 
its heroes’ credibility erodes with 
their bones. 

Whites have a lot of history to 
be ashamed of, but what about to- 
day? The-idealist.in me wants to 
believe that part of the purpose of 
a King or Chavez holiday is that 
they will be recognized in the same 
company as icons such as Wash- 
ington and Lincoln. The CSU has 
cynically removed that possibility 
from campus life, and I’m left with 
little faith that students and facul- 
ty will see each holiday for what it 
should be—a _ celebration. 

And as guilty as it makes me 
feel, I only have one admonition 
(or your winter break: Don’t for- 
get to enjoy President’s Day.
